In ſpeeking of Zachens and. his Converſion; wee will 


ebſerue foure Circumſtances : Firſt , the place where hee 


was called, which was lericho:Secondly, the perſon that 
was called, Zacbeas the Publican. Thirdly, by whom and 
how he wascalled,by the voice of. Chriſt. And laftly,the 
effe& and fruit of his calling, his good Confeſſhon, 


The firfl Ciremmflance. 

Irft, therefore for the place where he was connerted,it 
appeareth co be Tericho, a City not farre diſtant from 
Ierufalem. It was ſometimes a notable Citie, till it was 
fubyerted and ruinated by the Lords Champion /oſae. Ic 
was builded againe in the dayes of Abad, by Hiel the Be- 
thelire, and remayneth at this day with thereſt of that 
Holy Land,ynder the Turkiſh Empire, Yato this lericho, 
the Lord of Heaven and Earth vouchſafeth tocome in the 
lik#neſle of a Seruant,. And as Jeſus compalſſed Terichs fee 
ven times, minding to deſtroy it,ſo Chrift rhe true /oſue, 
reſorted oftentimes to lericho, minding to ſave ir. But as 
in the deſtruRtion of lericho , Joſws ſpared none but Xs 
hab the Harlort : ſo leſus in his journey to lericho, con- 
uerted none but Zachews the Publican, When /oſue had 
conquered and razed lericho, he ſowed Salt in it to make 
it barren, and curſed him that ſhould attempt co build it 
yp : y£t in this barren loyle Chriſt rape > Har- 
weſt, and in this eurled City hee bath a holy Temple, s 
blefled building, Samaria that wicked City , affoordeth 
many that belecue in Chriſt, /ob» 4-39. And out of Ga» 
lile , from whence they thought no good tbing might 
come, /obs 1, Verle 46, Chriſt called divers of his Apo» 
Mes: and evenin Tericho this curled City , Chriſt bath a 
rich man that is to bee ſaved. In place Chriſt bath 
his choſen, There is neither Iew nor Gentile, Barbarian 
nor Scythian, bond nor free,byt Chriſt is in all;to all that

In eyery Province there were 
many Publicans,and therefore much poore _ in eue- 
ry place: for where there be many Caterpillers, the fruit 
is ſoone conſumed ; 'and where there be many Extort io. 
ners, Beggers muſt needs abound. -

The ſcond impediment that hindereth Zacbens from-

.ture , that hee could not ſee Chriſt aboue the multitude : 
bur Chriſt was aboue the multicude, and therefore could 


fee Zachens, though he were ſolow of flature, For Gol z,Saw.16.7,

Chriſt, the one in the people, the other in him(ſelfe 1 & we 
have many lets ro withdraw vs from Chriſt:ſome ate ex- 
rernall, & without vs, as che incicements of the world; & 
ſome are internall and within vs, as the luſts of our owae 
fleſh. The preaſe of the hindreth Zecbens from (ets 
ing Chriſt in his humileeyrand the multitude of our finnes 
doe preſſe vs downe,that wee cannot lee Chrift in glorie. 
was 2 man of little Rtature,and that hindred him 
from ſeeing Chriſt in earthzand we are men ofitle faith, 
and that is the cauſe we cannot behold Chriſt in heaven, 

Though Zacbens was a man of little ſtature, yet it a 
peareth that he was not a man of little wit, For when 
could not come to the fight of Chrift for the mulcicude, 
hee had the wit toruone before, and toclimbe vp intoa 
Free , to obtayne his purpoſe. And for the mofi, ie 
falleth out, that men of low ſtature,are men of high con. 
ceir, and the ſhorteſt bodies, have the (h wits, 
God ſo providing , that the defeQts of their bodies mighr 
bee ſupplyed with the gifts of their minde, Now Zs- 
chear chat before was to mooue his foot from the 
Cuſtome-houſc, for loſing his profir, begins to runne afe 
ter Chriſt for feare of a greater lofſe, like Ekzs that lefe 
his ploughing , and ranne after Els te follow his new 
vocation. But Zacbews doth nor onely runne, but alſo 
climbs vp into a trees ſee Chriſt : A Rrange thing, that 
Z «chrut x rich man, and achiefe Cuſtomer , ſhould be- 
hae bimſelfe ſo childiſh)y in the fight of ſogreat « mal- 
titude ; bat the defire hee had to fee Chriſt, made him

tiog, for bys Hate and credit, Sothey than wall follow

had with his Father, tocome downe to vs, ſhall not wee 
be- content toleaue the reputation which wee baue wich

that prefſe vs downe, we will climbe vp by a liuely faith, 
which is the Tree of Life, that groweth in the way to E- 
ternall Life, that fo, with the eyes of curfaith, weemay 
behold him that dyed for our finnes yporna tres, 

It was a wilde Figge-tree that Zacbew climbed , but 
not like that vnfruitfull one which our Sauiout curſed 2 
for this bare moſt precious fruit, even ſuch as Chriſt bim- 
ſelfe vouch(afed-to-plucke. A bappy tree that; bare fuch 
precious fenitas Zacbou was; bur thrice happy Z arbeos,

Zachens deſired onely to ſee Chriſt , but now Chriſt 
calleth him by name, and offreth his owne-felfe vnto 
him, This was more then Zecbexs expeRed, and yer tid 
more then Chriſt yvouchſafethz namely, to give more then 
is deſired, The fick of the pallie that axked health, obtay - 
ned alſo forgiueneſſe of finnes; Salomon defired wildome, 
andtheLord gave him wiſdome,and abutidanee of wealch 
beſide. Tacok take but meate and clothing ;' and God 
made him a great rich man. And Zachews defired only to

of theſe Phariſaicall hypocrites, yee cannor be laued. 
Theſe holy Phariſes did vic rocall the Publicaasnor V 
ſurers,nor Extortioners,as themlſebies were; but by 
the generall name of Sinners, as though they chemſelues 
were free from finne, Thus the Papilts at this day doe 
vie to call the moſt fincere P s of the Goſpel, 
not Latherans, Calniniſts, Z winglians , or Proteflants, as 
they were wont to cal chem:buc now they cterme vs he- 
retrkes,a name more odious then any other;wheras.in the 
mean ſeaſon,they themſelyes are of all ochers the greateſt 
Heretikes. So the Atheiſts of our time, when they cannot 
accuſe the godly that are amongſt vs, of Viwy, or Bribe- 
ry, or Excortion, or Drunkennefle, or any ſuch notorious 
{inae, they call them Hypocrites, which is the (ammrof 
all : whenas in very truth they cthemſelues doe beitde- 
ſerue that name.: but it makes no matter what they call 
vs, neither are wee to bee moourd at their deſpighrttull 
hes 2 for as the birrer taunts of theſe murmuri 
hariſes, could nothiader Zachens in his Converfion:: fo 
the llanders of theſe godlefle men, muſt not diſcourage 
the Seruants of God from their good profeſſion. rg

Phariſes did Zarhexs great wrong for calling him Sinner, 
when hce bad repented of his finne +and the Atheiſts at 
this day doe greatly wrong the true Profeſſors, in calling 
them Hypocrites , which haue truely repented of their 
former ſinnes, and endeuour by all good meanes to lead a 
godly life, Therefore as Zachew preferd his ſoules health 
before all cheir murmuiing : ſoit behooverth vs to looke 
ro our ſoules Saluation, notwithſtanding all the reproa- 
ches and flanders that are deuiſed dean vs. Andas the 
Phariſes might call Zacbew Sinner, but could not hinder 
his Converſion : fo the malicious Worldlings may take 
away our goods, or good names, yea, andourliuesalfo : 
but cannot deprive vsof our Saluation, 

Wherefore ,- as our Saviour faid to his Apoſtles, Feare 
wet them that can kill the body , andthen can doe noe more : 
ſolſay vatoyou, Feare not the frownesof the wicked, 
for they are not able ro hurt your better part : ſeeke not 
to gaine the fauour of the World , for the whole World 
1s not able to ſaue a Soule * bur feare to offend him that 
is able to deſtroy body and Scule in Hell, and ſecke to 
pleaſe him' that is able to ſave them both in heauen for 


Now followeth another fruit of Zachew Converſion : 
namely his good Confeſſion : for as hee beleeued with 
his heare vnco Righteouſnefle, ſo hee confeſſed withthe 
mouth vnto Saluarion. When Zachexs was mocked 
of the Phartſes, it ſeemeth that Hee ſhould Rioope downe 
fo? ſhame : but when hee way thus reprooved and 
. reuiled by them, the Scripture ſaith, that hee ſtoode vp,

Now hath Zachews found that precious Pearle, and for 
ioy thereof, hee is concen, not to (ell, but rogiueall chac 
hee hath, toenioy the ame, When the rich. Ruler (in 
the former Chapter) was willed to fell all chat hee had, 
and to giue it to the poore, he went away very ſorrowfull 
for he was very rich : but Zachems, perhaps az rich as hes 
conrent,of hs owne accord, & vnbidden, to beſtow halfe 
his goods vpon the poore, and that with a cheerful mind. 
If Zacbews had giuen onely the third part of his goods, 
no doubt but Chriſt would have accepted it, for he accep- 
ted the Widdawes Farthing, becauſe it was giuen with a 
willing mine : but it hee had given all his goods to feede 
the poore, as the Phariſes gaue their sImes, to bee ſcene 
of men: yea,or his body to be burned, as ſome Romanes 
haue done to get renowne, it ſhould haue bin to noe pur- 
pole, becauſe it was done toa wrong end. : 

Now, as Zachew was rich in the goods of this life, {0 
was hee rich in faith alſo : neither was it anidle or dead 
faith that Zacbew had, but it was a fruitfull and lively

eyes bewray their great neceſſity : or (as others expound 
it) to hazard and aduenture ſome of our goods vpon our 


-needy brethren, as Merchants doe aduenture their goods 


ypon the Seas : for although they may ſeeme to bee in 
great perill & danger of peniſhing in the waters, yer com- 
monly it falleth our, that by the bleſſing of God they re- 
turne with greater profit, So, albeir the relicfe that is be- 
ſtowed vpon our lifireſſed Neighbours, may ſeeme to bee 
loft; yet as the wile man faith, after a time we (hall fnd it 
again: & as the precious ile deſcended from Arens beard 
to the skirts of his cloathing ; ſo certainly the oyle of 
Mercy and. Charity,w hich we powre intothe wounds of 
our diſtreſſed brethren, ſhall deſcend vnto our owne 
foules,, And as the Widdowes oyle was increaſed in the 
Cruſe, becauſe, ſhze relieved the Lords Prophet , ſo 
ſhall this precious Oyle, beſtowed ypon the poore , bee 
returned ypon our heads in great meaſure, Thus is Zs- 


chews bberall as you lee : for hee giueth away halte his 


goods : but hee giues it not to the rieb, thatmight give 
to him againe ; but hee giucs it to the poore that cannot 
requite him : toteach vs ypon whom wee ſhould beſtow 
guralmes. As God, that isrich in-mercy, giveth all things

thing be to be ginen,not they thatare pooreſt & ſtand in 
greateſt need,bur they that can make belt friends are beſt

his owne : now hee reſtorech that which is none of 
his, + the righe owners. And becauſe hee had detay- 
ned their goods ſo long , to theirgreat lofle and hinde- 
rance, therefore hee not onely reftore the princi- 
pall, which hee had taken from them ; bur hee allowerh 
them their colts and dammages they had ſultayned. 


As leram, King of Iſtaell , cayſed to bee reſtored to the *X/*t4- 


Shunamite ber houſe and land, and all the fruits and 
Pare the ſame , which were wrongfully kept from 
ſeuen'yeeres together : {o Zachews the Cuſtomer 
reſtoreth 'to thoſe that hee had oppreſſed , their goods 
which hee had gotten from-them, by fraudulent dealing, 
with all the fruits and profites that might come thereof, 
during the time of his vniuſt poſſeCGon. So liberall was 
Zachowm to the poore, that hee gaue them halfe his 
C 3 goods:

It the 
and Extortioners of our time would reſtore fourefold for 
that they haue wrongly gotten, I feare they would 
haue but a mal halte $o give to the poore, and but a little 
left to belp them'clues. There was no law to compell Zs 
chew tomake tuch reſtitution , except hee will confeſle 
hamſclte to be a thiefe, becauſe he was an V ſurer,and then 
the law of God rquireth luch reſtitution. And ſurely Za 
chew leemeth after a ſort toconfeflle his thefr, becaule he 
promileth foure-fold reſtitution.

their ovwne hearts accuſe them for Hypocrites , becauſe 
they wait not for the conſolation of God , according p 
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his Word : and whatſoeurr is not done according to that 
Word,cannot be acceptable:and this Word they care noe 
for , neither have itin «itimation, When Adam fcerh 
his nakedneſſe, the fubtill Serpent can deceive nolonger, 
but betore hee ſeech his na "us ſle, het is ever deceived, 
and lead away with the mulcicude into inrumer.able er- 
rocs,Some ſay, they (hall be ſau:d by good Workes , and 
ſome by the Popes Pardon, others ſay, by Purgatory,and 
theſe w\ll haue a Malle ſung ror the :4 long as the World 
ſtandeth,& all for one lilly {oule, chinking to be ſaved by 
it. And yec ſer theirþlindnes, for they ſeeme to think that 
their tormeat ſhall not ceale as long as the world {i34eth; 
elſe why (hauld chey finde and hyre men to (ay M (1 for 
them ſo long*bat thele are the fat moricls ot Basls P. teſts 
aid for this cauſe is the Popiſh Creed made very tauoura- 
ble co the Clergy. Well, lay t!-ar Ignorance is the Mother 
of Dcuotion, tor when the Couetoulaes of the Pricts, & 
the Ignorance of the people ivyned together, then they 
inucated porprary, Maſſ-s, prayer forthe dead, ad then 
all cher Tnakets.For it chey had not held our Fathers in 
ignorance, keeping them from the Word, they would ne- 
uer haue been Papilts. But when tliey calt a miſt before 
the eyes of men,then the blind fell into che ditch, which 
dorh contayne ſo many groffe corruprions, 
For mine eyes bane ſeene thy ſaluation. 

For, &c, Becauſe the Holy Ghoti by inipiration had 
declared yvarobim, that hee ſhould nor dye, till hee bad 
ſecne Telus Chrilt, therefore the ſame Spirit ledde him to 
the Temple;and ſhewed that which it promilcd: and ha= 
ving ſeene the ſame, hee defired and withed to dye, and 
be releaſed from his earthly priſon, that hee might live 
with God. As idle and cuill wiſhes are vaine, becauſe 
they are pot according to Faith , nor grounded vpon the 
Word of God, fo chough wee aske as cunuingly as /acob, 
and as earneſtly as the Sonnes of Zebede, yer if wee aske 
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of the Song of Simeon. 
not in faith according to knowledge, we cannot obtaine, 
But we ſhould aske lo that we may receive, that we may 
not returne emptie. Therefore the ground whereon $i» 
were letled himiclte to wiſh for death, was, that hee had 
receiucd a promiſe of God, that hee ſhould bee delivered 
from x'iis miſerable life, when he bad once ſeene the light 
of the Genciles, the Chrilt : and now he had (eene his Sa- 
uiour , and embraced the true Mefſias, which was pro» 
miſed by the Father, figured in the Law, ſpoken of by the 
Prop'ers, foretold by che Fathers,and pointed at by /oby 
Bapieft, F xr thus he reaſoneth; Now, that I ſee thy Sal- 
uation according to thy Word : and therefore the condi- 
tion is now pertormed, lct thy promiſe alſo bee tulkilled :. 
Now let thy Serwant depart, fc. For mine eyes, Of e, 
Mine eyes bane ſeene, orc, 

Then we ſce chat Chrilt was no Spirit, neither was his 
body a fantaſticall body; for if he were a Spirit, Simeew 
could not ſec bim, and it his body were a fantaſticall bo- 
Ys then could not he haue embraced him, Therefore wee 
ee that the words of the Scripture are true, which ſaich, 
chat Chriſt was perfect man 1a all things, finne onely ex. 1b» rs, 
cepted, For he ſometime wept, ay at the death of Lazae 
rw,and likewiſe over Ierulalem, Sonerime he thirſted, ag - 
at the Well where the woman of Samaria diſputed with 7gbu ,, 
him : and alſo lometime ate, as at Adartbaeshouſe,as allo Luke to. 
among Publicans and Sinners, and in every thing ſhe wed £44e 5. 
himſelfe to be perfe&t man, 

H ane ſeene, oc. 

O Lord, faith he, 1 defire now ta be difolued and free 
from the bondage of ſinne, which ſo long hath inhabited 
in my mortall body, for now he is come , by whom thou 
haſt promiſed to free and ſet ar libertie , hee 1s come, by 
whom chou haſt promiſed to breake the Serpents head, 
and he is come that will heale our ipfirmities, and gwe 


Rtrengh againſt ſia and ſatan,by Faith & peace, anode 
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God, through loue. And now ſaith hee , I have embraced 
him,and thankfully doe receive him. I beleeue, & am per 
ſwaded, that this is the ſame Meſſias , whom the Father 
promiſed, & the Prophets fore-told, all Iſracl longed and 
expeRed for, whois the Light of the Gentiles, the glorie 
of Iſracl,and the Gold of the whole world,$o they which 
loue the cruth of God, and waite with deſire to bee filled 
with the knowledge thereof, ſuch ſhall not dye, votill 
they haue their hearts defire with contemplation thereof, 
For as Peter was fent to ({ornelixy , and Philip to the Ew- 
wwch,ſo che Lord wil Rirre vp ſuch of his ſeruants,as may 
be fic inſtruments to miniſter the ſame vnto vs. ade in- 
deede dyed before the time, and liued not to ſee Chriſt 
crucifiedzbut the Diſciples which loued Ieſus, did ſee him 
dye like an vndefiled innocent Lambe , and that to their 
exceeding ioy and comfort, when they vnderſtood how 
that be ſuffered death for loue of them, and for their re- 
demption. Now if Chriſt cannot hide him from ſuch as 
hunger after him through loue,then what ſhall we ſay of 
our Fathers , which liued inthe time of ignorance, that 
longed to ſee his light , alchough they had a miſt caſt be- 
fore their eyes*'Surely,ſuch dyed not till they ſaw Chriſt, 
and embraced him in their hearts, And this is our Tudge» 
ment concerning them, that dyed in the time of Popery. 
And likewiſe as concerning the reft,which thought tobe 
ſaued by purgatoryand Maſſes , after that they are dead, 
we ay that they which ſleep without oyle in their lamps 
they dye ere they are aware of, and ere they wiſh for it ,

Beloued, you are not ignorant that the preat Day of 
the Lord is neere at hand, and therefore they that haue 
not yet ſeene Chriſt , they that haue not yer embraced 
him,but fill leepe withour oyle in their lamps,ſhall ſud- 
denly be ouer-taken without the wedding garment, and

Toſome heſhewes himſelfe 2s in a glaſſe, to ſome ge- 
nerally, co ſome particularly, ſome hee calleth carly,and Matbge.

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yard, To ſome hee ſheweth himſelfe by Angels, and to 
other ſome by Viſions, Abraham law three Angels, Lot 
ſaw but two, Manoabs Wife law but one , and yer one 
was enough.

Crates, Ariftetle, Plate, and other of the wiſe Philoſo- 
phers, haue either poyſoned, burned, or drowned theme 
ſclues : and ſo wee ſee that the end of the worldly wiſe- 
dome is meere foolifhnefle, and the fooliſh haue more 
peace then the wiſe: for their wilds, withour the feare of 
God, doth them no more good then the Arke did to the 
Philiftines, which did nothing but tormene them , be- 
cauſe they knew not how tovie it, and therefore vnreue* 
rently abuſed it. For if your wiſedome conlift in elo- 
quenee of words, in profunditie of wit, togaine craftily, 
and ſpend warily, to inuent Lawes, to expound Riddles, 
and interpret dreames, to tell fortunes, and prophecie of 
matters by learning: all your wiſedome is but vexation of 
the ſpirit; for all theſe without the feare of God, doe vs 
no more good, then their wit did theſe Philoſophers, 
which notwithſtanding ſate in darkenefſe, And 1 am a- 
fraid, though Chriſt broughe light vnto the Gentiles,yet 
it may be (aid, that the Gentiles fit in darkenefſe ill, ſa- 
ning a few Leuites ſcattered ypon the Mountay nes for 
whoſe ſake Sodome is fpared, And becauſe thoſe had not 
the knowledge of God, therefore they worſhipped Mars 
and Capid,Saxne and Moone, Beaft: and Serpents : ſothe 
Philiftines _— Dagon, the Ephchians worſhip- 

yrians Neſrech, the Liraclites worſhip- 

= a Calfe , Abazia worſhipped Beelwebub, the Moa- 
res worſhi Chamos , the Samaricanes did worſhip 
vato Baal; ſo the truth toſuch ſeemerh falſhood, and er- 
ror ſeemeth truth. As for example , that the world ſhould 
bee made of nothing , that the Word became fleſh , that

man may bec g_—_ in the righteouſneſſe of another, 
which is Chriſt, and that che dead ſhall riſe againe: theſe

And 
what caule can wee ſhew for this, but onely mercie* For 
heeretofore wee were called fooliſh, bur the Lord hath 
made vs wiſe,according to the wiſedome of God,in theſe 
dayes by his Spirit : but if yeedeſerue to bee called che 
fooliſh Nation againe, then yee are moſt vohappie and 
meſt curſed, Sonow wee haue heard that the Lord doth 
reueale his counſell ynto his Prophets, and how the glo- 
ry of Iſrael is now reucaled co bee the light of the Gen= 
tiles. And you haue the cauſe why : becauſe the lewes 
reieced their owne faluation. You have heard that the 
cauſe was onely his mercie and his loue, becauſe mercie 
cannot containe it ſelfe within leruſalem.

The blindneſſe of the Iewes was, and is wonderfull , 
who heard of their reieion , and of our conuerſion, and 
yet ynderſtood it not, neither ſought to prevent Gods 
wrath inreieRing of them, Therefore the rocke, which 
ſhould haue faued them, ſhivered them in pieces : where. 
in was ſhewed their wonderfull blockiſhneſſe , having it 
ſo often fore-told by their Prophets, figured in their 
Law, ſhaddowed in their Sacrifices , _ reade in their 
Churches from Sabbath to Sabbath. Euery tbing that 
commeth co paſſe in Churches , in Common-weales, in\ 
Cities,in Countries, in Kingdomes, & in Prouinces; theſe 
are all fore-told in the Scriptures ,' and yet none doe vn- 

derftand it, ſauing a few choſen ones whom God loueth: 
For, the comming of Antichriſt, the overthrow of King- 
domes, the darkneſle of Popery,the light of the Goſpell, 
the converſion of the Gentiles , and the reieing orche 
Jewes : all theſe are ſet downe in theScriptures, and yet 
wee cannot vnderftand it, though wee heare it day by 
cas becauſe wee doe not give our mindes to vnderitan- 
ing.

coudemne thee for it. Therefore now give ouer darknes, 
and arme thee with light,for ourlife thineth as the light

Bug many Scroules thay be written of our finnes, and 
thus the Gentilesare as Gentiles tÞl, He that beleecerh 
not the word, is an Intidell : he that beleeueth nor God, is 
an Athciſt : hee that worſhippeth any thing more then 
God, is ar Idolater:cuery mans conſcience ſhal condemne 
himlcltc. Yer men will leaue godlines tos riches, but they 
will not leaue riches for godlinefſe, What madneſſe? Yea 
the I:wes ncuer ſeruesd God at any time with fuch deuo- 
tion,as many doe now their gold and their riche::O-into- 
tzrable wickednes/For many there are that could beg con+ 
rent neues todie, but live cuer here with their riches and 
pleaſures. And is not the godly more deſpighted for his 
godlinefſe,then the wacked for his wickednelle * 

Are not the members of Chriſt more hated, and worſe 
entertained by vs,then the limmes of Satan? So dearely 
euery one loveslinne , and drawes finae vpon finne, till

Now,the meanes whereby the Devill tempts, are argu- 
ments fetchr,ſome from the wit and reaſon of man, ortrom 
the cuſtomes of the world: ſome from the holy Scriptures , 
either corrupted, or wrong applyed: now in confideration 
of the perſons, then in regard of the thing it ſeife, &c. In 
reſpeR of the perſons to whom hee ſhoul.! preach,and him- 
ſelte, /onabis here tempted, and ſo thus reaſoneth with 
himielie: Ihavelong preached vntothe Iewes, which are 
the choſen people of God , and ſeeing they will not heare 
me, it is in yaine to preach ynto theſe Gentiles, which never 
heard of God, or godlinefſe, and therefore will eſiceme my

—_— it weigheth not the following woe : yer doing 
good , itis yacertaine whether all will not according, or 
even aboue our hope ſucceed; it is more likely wee ſhould 
bee kept ſafe : bur doing cuill , miſchiefe moſt certainly 
is procured, not danger onely, bur lofſe of the beſt things 
commonly peace of conſcience or ſpirituall graces, of ſome 
bleſſings alway, or at leaſt not receit of thole things which 
much would rcioyce vs, For ſure this was a ſore temprati- 
on,to bid aman (being in reaſonable good eſtate touching 
his bodie and life) that hee ſhould goe and preach vato a 
ſauage Heathen people that never heard of preaching,and 
that this doftrine ; that there is but one onely True God, 
to them who will ſeruc a thouſand , and cannot abide the 
contrary to be ſpoken, 

If a Preacher were commanded to go and preach at Rome 
gues, againſt Antichriſts juriſdiftion , and the Idolatric 
that is ſo inordinately vſed in that Synagogue of yaclean- 
neſſe,ſceing that is a matter for which they torment and kill 
all that preach it fincerely: I feare it would hardly come 
to _ at all, chat this Preacher would goe from a reafo- 
nable quiet eſtate touching his bodie, to venture his life 
among ſuch crue)l Tyrants : I feare hee would rather con- 
tent himſelfe with his preſent eaſe, thea commit himſelfe to 
{o likely miſcrie. - 
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If I goe to preach vnto theſe Infidels, ſaying, Yet fortie 
dayes and Niniue ſhall bee defiroyed, theo (laith /ov«b)ic 
may bce, they will repent, and God will have mercy vpon 
thers, ſo I Chall bee counted a falſe prophet for my labour, 
andthus we regard our credit, more then the glory of God 
in the obedience of his will : and rather then wee would 
recciue any reproach by our doings ( ia the fight of the 
world) wee rather chooſe to enter into no great aRtion 
touching the glorie of God,and the good ofthe Church, In 
reſpeRof the [ſraclites and himſelfe : If I leaue mine owne 
people, and preach vnto the Gentiles (faith /onab ) I ſhall 
ring ſhame vpon lir-el before all people, becauſe a Pro. 
pher is gone from them for their obſtinacie , chooſing ra- 
ther co preach vnto circumciſed Gentiles then vato them , 
2s if there were more hope of the Gentiles then of them. 
So lonab more feareth the Childrens diſgrace, then the 
Fathers diſhonour, and their deſpight , then his difplea- 
fure, Satan is too well acquainted with mans nature, and 
ſo more certainly knowes, then wee wiſely conſider, that 
all Adems ſonnes are from labour eaſily brought to loyrer: 
more willingly from feare and paine, to ſecuritie and plea» 
ſure : therefore ſeldome or never doth hein tempting omit 
this inticement; It will befor thy eaſe, for thy delight, for 
thy ſecuritie. Therefore he faith to /ouab,Not only the way 
to Nioiue is long and dangerous, thy perſon and meſſage 
odious, therefore thy trauell muſt needs bce tedious, thy 
troubles grieuous, &c. butalſo thy paſſageto Taiſhiſh is 
eaſie, thy ſecuritic there ſure, thy pleaſures many , thy de- 
light great. Yea, withthis hee aſſaulted Chriſt himlelfe, 
ſfaying,when hee had ſhewed him all the Kingdomes of the

Loe, then, 
comforts againlt this Croſſe, Our cnemies power is in our 
Fathers hands: and our Saujour prayeth for vs being molt 
glorious in Heauen, as hee on earth in humilitie prayed for 
his Apdfiles, that our faith faile vs not. Behold then alſo 
incouragements to fight againſt his aſſavics : yet ſee a 
greater : God hath given vs this priviledge, this promiſe 
have we : Refiſt the Devill, and he ſhall file from you, /aw, 
4.7. God hath giuen no promiſe tothe Diuell, that if bee 
perſwade, hee ſhall preuaile; if he yrge, we ſhall yeeld: whar 
a ſhame is it to vs, that Satan is bolder in tempting , then 
wee are inrefifting?
